We report the situation in Cuba. Beginning on 23 October incidents of violations 
of Cuban airspace by American aircraft and their flights over the island at varying 
altitudes, including altitudes of 150-200 meters, have become more frequent. On 26 
October alone more than 11 such flights were made. Cuban ports are under constant 
surveillance of US ships and aircraft. 


A massing of naval and ground forces is occurring at the Guantanamo Naval Base 
where at the present time there are 37 ships, including two aircraft carriers. By the 
evening of 26 October the ring of the blockade of Cuba has completely closed; it passes 
through the Bahamas, Leeward, and Lesser Antilles Islands and the Caribbean Sea. The 
Cuban friends think that an invasion and bombardment of military targets is unavoidable.
